We have lived to fee thefe Pofitions, bad as 

they are, p ted and elaborately defended in our 
weckly » which wasthe Reafon of my late 
Difcourtes, demonftrating, not only the Nece/ity and 
Ufefulnefs-of the Revolution, but that it eftablithed 
our religious and civil Liberties on fuch a Foundation, 
that “tis out of the Power of a King of England, to 
hurt us qwithout our own Con fentt. 
. Tis renders our Government perfect ; but there 
is another great Advantage arifing from the Revo- 
lution, as a Confequence of the Eftablijbment of Li- 
berty ; which is, that general Notions of Liberty, 
have been conveyed into every Corner of thn King- 
dom, and the Principles of it fo well explain'd and de- 
fended, that I may lay, with great Truth, there are a 
hundred to one, who undertiand the Nature of the 
civil and religious Rights of Mankind, to what 
there were before the Revolution: The vaft Number 
of Books, Pamphlets and Papers, fent into all Parts, 
and read by all Sorts of People, have diffufed Know- 
ledge, and made the Ideas of Liberty, fo familiar to 
their Minds, that "tis almoft impoffible to root them 
our. ’ 

Tuts is an additional Security to our Liberties, as 
it will keep the People awake, and make them care- 
fully watch every Step their Princes thall take to- 
wards weakening that Foundation which was laid at 
the Revolution ; and this, 1 hope, they will always 
do: But there is a wide difference between a State of 
Watchfulne(s, and a State of conflant Sufpicion and 
Fealoufy, when there are not the leaft Signs given of 
any Attempts upon our Rights; which is the Point 
recommended by all the V. ‘ters againft che Govern- 
ment in fpight of Equity, Leafom and common Senfe: 
For, we have as much Liberty as is confiftent with any 
Government atall; perhaps more than is confiftenr 
with a good one: Imagination irfelf can’t. reach 
higher Degrees of it than we actually poflefs: And 
yct, we are continually alarmed with Defigns of 
arbitrary Power; and taught, that all the Friends of 
the Government are Enemies of Liberty; and all the 
Enemies of the Government, Friends to ‘Li ; this ts a 
Diftinction put about by the Author of the Diferta- 
tion on Parties ; and retailed by eyery Papift, Jacobite, 
and Tory in the Kingdom ; and, (1 am afliamed to 
fay it) by fome Whigs themfeives ; and this too at a 
Time, when ‘tis impoflible to conceive Liberty more 
extenfive, or better fecured. We have no reafon at 
preient to fear the i Ue of Power ; but a great deal 
of reaſon to fear the iil Ufe of Liberty: For, Licer- 
tioufnels, a Contempt of all Government and Laws; 
of all Ranks, Orders, and Degrees of Men; and ot 
every Inftitution Sacred and Civil, grows amongft us : 
We have been, a long Time, increafing in Luxwry 
and Predigality, the Confequences of which are 
Diftrefes and Difficultiess-Diftrefles make Men defpe- 
vate, and defpair of Happinels, tho’ caufed by their 
own ill Conduct, puts xm upon murmuring againft 
the Times, and Lampooning the Government. There 
are, perhaps, more Men in England made mi(crable 
by their own Follies and Vices, than in any other 
—— the World; and the Reaſon is, there is 
leſs Frugality and Induftry, \efs Order and Government 
in Families, Schools, Univerfities, Gc. than in any 
other Country: This general Negleét of Education, 
and Family Authority, caufes their being fo early 
initiated in all the Paths of Wickednefs, and of their 
becoming hardened Sinners while youne: But thefe 
Defperadoes, joined to all the real Enemies of the Go- 
vernment, and all the Maleontents, thro’ Party- 
Malice, and Perfonal Difappointments, fhould unite 
all the real Friends of the Revolution, and pretent Royal 
Family, and make them think of fome proper Laws, 
or the wife Execution of Laws already made to reftrain 
this general Licentioufnefs ; for there lics our Danger at 
prefent, and notin the want of Liberty. We make owr- 
elves wicked, and then fay, the Government is Wicked : 
We lofe our own natural Liberty, by the Practice 
of all kinds of Immoraliry, and then complain of the 
want of Civil Liberty. We forfake Induftry aad Bufine/s, 
which is the matural State of Man, and in which 
alone he can find his true Happinefs, and become a 
beggarly Troop of idle Fellows, ridiculoufly called 
Gentlemen ; and then, becaufe we can’t tcll what to 


do with ourfelves, nor are able to find Money to fill 
up our Time, or gratify or Pafhons, we Curfe God 
and Damn the Government: We feel ill, and then 


fancy all is ill about us; our Heads. are tutned, and 


then the World is turned; we are mad, and then 
think nobody fober : This feems to be very much out 
State, and this is rhe fertile Soil, in which the Craft/- 
man plants his Converts! Thele are the Friiwos 
OF LiBseRTY! (look upon them) and theſe the 
Advocates for publick Virtue! thefe are the worthy 
Champions for the anciext Confitution! and the 
loyal ands glorious Contenders for the Family of 
the Stwarts / and, to fum up all, thefe are Mn 
D* Axvers's conftant Readers, and mott devout Ad- 
mirers! Lord, what a goodly Company of Patriots 
are here !
